MUDSLINGINC 

The parable concerning the removal of 
a l>ean from the eye of the man who wishes 
to help his neighbor remove a note from 
h^ has its application increase as time 
goes on. The man who advocates a re- 
form which he is not willing to make in 
h^ own case is liable to die young. 

Take for example the individual popu- 
lajrly known as a mudslinger. In the heat 
o£ his .ittatk he never stops to reflect that 
to throw mud. one' must first pick it up. 
In gathering his missiles he is obliged to 
soil his hands. Then it is often true that 
his aim if so perverted by his inten.se ex- 
citement that he misses his mark and has 
oidy muddy hands to show for his trouble. 

Why is it that the so-called progressive 
journalist, who feels himself entirely in 
touch with the times in every way, cannot 
realize that mud-slinging went out with 
the good old days of which Mark Twain 
writes in his "Jou-nalism in Tennessee?" 
It may be that he feels that the modernist 
trends toward greater frankness. In this 
view he loses sight of the fact that the 
modernist also .scorns sentimentality and 
display of emotion. For what situation and 
state of mind is more fraught with emotion 
than that in which the typical mud-sling- 
cr finds himself? It is the cool and col- 
lected intellect which is necessary to pro- 
duce the beat type «f commerciai litera- 
ture.

Such popularity must 
be deserved.

DitfiflMMetr promise to* emerge, and 
startle the calm contented mass of voters, 
who are swayed by the influence of earnest 
politicians. 

Dark horses are an indication of politi- 
cal disruption. Examples have been illus- 
trated full well during the last three years. 
A division of opinion and failure to hang 
together gives birth to the rise of the dark 
horse. The saying that experience is the 
one factor in choosing a candidate, is al- 
ways dinned in our ears. And yet every 
year the student body gets all "het up" 
over some candidate that has been in the 
background all the while. 

The time to consider possibilities for the 
major offices is not the week before elec- 
tions. It goes back farther than that. When 
our freshmen cabinets and commissians 
are being chosen, and our class councils 
beinir selected 'is the time 'to think of all 
that. Farsightedness, above all, should be 
indicated there. Out of a class of six or 
seven hundred fresltmen, there are the 
future presidents of all the major organi- 
zations, the minor ofice holders and back- 
ers, w^ithout whom action would be para- 
lyzed. That is the time to mould the clay 
into leaders later on. 

If there were' more farsightedness there 
would be — fewer dark horses. Try it and 
see.

This eiperimenul worU on the 
vacctnium by the government in 
all probability will sUmnlate the 
growth of many psivato eoacems 
in the eastern part of the United 
Stales for the cnlthnitian of blne- 
berrtr..

Protection of Tender Plants Facfor in Annual 
Campus Shrubbery Sfi^rs 
Dr. J. E. Judfion 



Few stadente know where the 
beautiful flowers and shmbe on 
our camiRis comf from." said Dr. 
J. E. Judton. 

It is not genenUIt KiMwn. Dr. 
Judion ezpleined, that on the 
ncrth side of Gilchrist hall, cov- 
crinc half »n acre of frround, are 
the cold frames in -.vhich all the 
flovers and practi»Hy all the 
shrubs that now beautify tbe cam- 
pus were started from weds 
imatl tUpe. 

These cold frames are ron- 
stnuted of wood and made deep 
in tte cnniod in order to Iteep the 
tender younc plants warm. 

thest are tiir«e types, of cold 
fraims ased. In one kind of frame, 
needa and youiifr slip? are planted. 
As they become mature they are 
transplanted in pots ami then set 
out into another type of ftrame 
In which they are kept until th^ 
are t«ady to be planted on tlie 
campus. Still anoUier type of frame 
which is made still deeper in the 
ftmind ii r ot e c t i Oa drileaU jixntM 
all during ihe cold anson. 

Not only enoufh f^aweni and 
shnibber>- for the comnu» are pro- 
dut*ed in the frames, but enou^ 
for the student garden* to experi- 
ment witb as well. A erc^f inar.y 
plants are also sold to tbe Talla- 
ha»soe people. 

The framee coatftlninir the 
beautlftU flowing plants offer un 
interesting iqwctaele to fl.iw^r I'^v- 
erg. Coli«>ndoas, phlox, r^"^:^^- 
sweet atysalum, t)^>'s br -" i.

The may apple, or mandrake, 
which was brought to the local \ 
flora class waa found crowing 
near Marlanna by Dr. Kun, This 
herb has two umbrella shaped 
'caves and one white flower grow- 
ing in the fork between the teares. 
The flower hM a swttt fooddBg 
odor. 

The fruit of the may ai^e is a 
large fleshy I>erry which is green- 
ish yellow and looks stomething 
like a may pop in appearance. It 
ripens in ICay, Jnne^ or July ac- 
cording to the latitude and haa a 
taste similar to the papaya 
South Florida.

As vrc all know, the Mediterranean fruit 
fly has been discovered m a section of Flor- 
ida, where the production of citrus fruit is 
abundant. As a result of this diacover\' 
money has been appropriated for the fight 
of this injurioua inaeet and tmry poaaiUe 
precaution is being dewiaed nAmttlty it may 
be extinguished. 

Ooan^ agtBia, district acents, and q>ec- 
ialists of the Agricultural EMmsion Service 
have been called on to help in^he fight 
against the Mediterranean fruit fly and will 
issue permits for interstate shipment ol 
buita and vegetables according to the ruling 
laid down by the federal department of agri- 
culture and ihc Stale Plant Board. Xlie state 
has sent out its militia to inspect incoming [ 
and outgoing travelers as the fly might be 
conveyed in cluthmg or in vehicles. 

People can hardly realize the gravity of 
such a situation. The malady has come up-; 
on us so suddenly that it is difficult to grasp i 
the real meaning. It has been said that if 
insects continue at the present rale of de- 
strucion, they will devour everytiiing on 
earth wiliin a surprisingly, short UaM. | 

Hm wealth qf Florida depends on her Ot- 
TU8 fruits and production of citrus fruits 
depends on extinction of the Mediterranean ' 
fruit fly. Everybody should be willing to co- 
mierete in destroying dangerous insects. 
"Hiis can be done by showing willingness to 
be in^)ected when traveling throu^ thej 
state, by preserving the birds, and by uriagi 
what preeauticms are necessary in regards to 
the fruits and vegetables used.
